To  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Machynlleth  Rural  all; 

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  the  annual 
report  on  the  health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  for  the 
year,  1969* 


SEWERAGE  'SCHEMES . 

The  Council  has  provided  public  sewage  disposal  works  in 
Llahbrynmair,  Llan,  Bont  and  Esgairgeliog. 

It  is  the  Council's  desire  to  provide  public  sewers  in  many 
of  its  other  villages  and  for  several  years  the  Council  has  worked 
towards  this  end  to  provide  a comprehensive  -sewerage  system  which 
would  serve  Commins  Coch,  Cwmlline,  Cemmaos,Cemanaes  Rd»,  Sllaumtj.n, 
Abercegir,  Penegoes  and  Forge . 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Welsh  Office  had  still  not  -given 
the  go-ahead  for  this  scheme,  which  had  been  approved  of  and 
found  necessary  in  1968.  However  this  consent  to  go  ahead  with 
the  scheme  was  received  in  March,  1970. 

At  Derwenlas  the  effluent  from  the  septic  tank  serving  the 
8 Council  houses  is  piped  to  a nearby  stream.  This  is  a 
temporary  measure  carried  out  with  the  approval  of  the  Gwynedd 
River  Board.  The  ammended  scheme  as  requested  by  the  Welsh 
Office  was  prepared  by  the  Consultant  Engineers  and  the  observations 
of  the  Welsh  Office  on  this  scheme  were  awaited  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 


HOUSING. 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  4 purpose  built  old  peoples  bungalows 
at  Llanbrynmair  and  these  will  be  completed  by  April,  1970.  It  was 
also  decided  to  erect  4-Trusteel  bungalows,  again  at  Llanbrynmair 
and  especially  for  the  elderly. 

The  improvements  at  the  3 cottages  at  Winllan  were  completed, 
although  this  has  been  rather  a costly  undertaking  the  cottages 
are  pleasant,  well  situated  and  in  keeping  with  the  nature  of  the 
locality. 

The  8 bouses  at  Cwmllinau  were  completed  - these  are  attractive 
houses  in  a good  position. 

At  Aberhosan  6 Trusteel  houses  were  built  in  5 months,  which 
is  remarkable  'when  compared  with  the  usual  time  taken  to  build, 
houses.  These  again  are  attractive  well  designed  houses.  The  original 
4 Council  houses  at  Aberhosan  are  now  connected  to  the  comprehensive 
water  supply  and  the  bathrooms  and  lavatories  are  now  functioning, 
being  connected  to  the  septic  tank  provided  for  the  new  houses. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  public  sewers  at  Penegoes  and  Llanwrin 
improvements  to  the  older  Council  houses  in  these  villages  have  not 
yet  been  carried  out.  At  Llanwrin  there  has  been  difficulty  in 
obtaining  a suitable  site  for  a septic  tank. 

At  Penegoes  it  was  found  impractabie  to  join  the  older  houses 
to  the  septic  tank  drainage  serving  the  8 Swedish  houses,  as  the  tank  was 
not  big  enough  and  another  site  bad  to  bo  looked  for.  There  have 


■been  difficulties  in  obtaining  planning  permission  on  various  sites 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  no  work  had  been  done  to  improve  the  houses. 

I : Co -/if ,s- . Road  it  has  been  decided  to  go  ahead  with  the  building  of 
10  houses  and  at  the  same  time  the  County  Council  is  proceeding  with  the 
building  of  a new  school  and  health  centre  on  the  same  site.  The 
tender  has  been  accepted  and  the  same  contractor  will  be  building  the 
whole  development  on  this  site.  The  Forestry  Commission  is  not 
proceeding  with  any  building  on  this  site.

The  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board  has  completed  the  third  stage 
of  the  comprehensive  scheme  supplying  Taierddig,  Laroweh,  Melinbachedyn, 
Talywern,  Aberhosan  and  Abercegir  with  a link  main  to  Penegoes  frc-m 
Aberoegir. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

In  1969  there  were  41  live  births  (l8  boys  and  23  girls)  giving 
a rate  of  21 • 2 compared  with  12*17  in  1968.  The  national  rate  was 
16*3  per  1000  population.

The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the  Montgomeryshire 
Water  hoard  which  is  responsible  for  water  supplies  throughout 
all  the  districts. 

The  supplies  of  the  districts  concerned  have  generally  been 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

In  the  event  of  an  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  sample 
result  being  obtained  a check  is  made  to  ensure  that  an  adequate 
chlorine  residual  is  being  maintained  and  a further  sample  is 
taken  as  soon  as  possible.  All  new  mains  are  super  chlorinated,  flushed 
and  a satisfactory  sample  obtained  before  being  brought  into  service.
